Fire safety requires that all chim- 
neys be lined with a standard fire 
clay flue lining at least three-fourths 
inch thick, and without shoulders or 
collars oe National Board of Fire 
Underwriters recommends that th 
flue sections shall be set in cement 
mortar with the joints struck smooth 
on the inside and the brick or other 
masonry then built up around it, and 
that all spaces between masonry and 
linings be completely filled with mor 
tar The mortar used should be 
made of one bag (100 pounds) or 
Portland cement mortar and one-fifth 
bag (10 pounds) of dry hydrated 
lime, mixed thoroly while dry, then 
three times as much volume of clea 
sand, mixed dry, and just enough 
water to give the proper consistency 
The flue lining is mainly to protect 
the mortar joints of the chimney 
from weakening and disintegration 
and to keep sparks from working 
thu cracks or poor joints. The solid 
cementing in with a good cement 
mortar is the best safeguard agains! 
those dangers. What little expansion 
there is of the fire clay lining is 
easily taken care of by that of the 
cooler surrounding masonry, Th 
plan of leaving an air space between 
lining and masonry is not very sub- 
stantial construction; the morta 
joints would soon work loose and let 
the flue gases in.

HEN Grandpa was 
thinking of buying 
a farm, he took a spade 
out in the field and dug 
down to clay and gravel. 
And he usually did that digging along the 
p of the slope, where washing would show 
first. They hadn’t invented soil augers 
en, so it took more work, but Grandpa fig- 
red it was worth it, that if the top soil was 
rood, the farm would probably produce. 

Grandpa was right. Some Iowa State Col- 
lege men have been checking up lately on the 
relation of top soil depth, of slope and of soil 
type to yield. The important thing turned 
out to be the answer to the question: How 
deep is the layer of top soil? 

These college men found that a first-rate 
soil that was less than six inches deep would 
not produce nearly as well as a third-rate soil 
that was better than eight inches deep. Soil 
depth, of course, gave a picture of slope; 
naturally soil was thin on the ridges; so that 
when you had a reeord of the depth of the 
soil, you also had a picture of the ups and 
downs.

Having top soil deeper than eight inches 
didn’t seem to help much. The farmer who 
digs post-holes and finds the dirt black clear 
down to the bottom needn’t think he'll get 
any bigger crops on that account. But his 
grandson may. 

But think what losing two inches of top 
soil may mean on a farm that just barely has 
enough now. Erosion does that easily and 
quickly. 

Farm life—and all life—depends on that 
thin, precions laver of a few inches of top 
soil. Gully erosion and sheet erosion are dag- 
ger blows at the heart of the human race.

out, the farms of the United States produce 
a surplus of 300,000 or births over 
deaths. 

Farm population decreased from 1910 to 
1932 because more than 300,000 young people 
migrated from the farm to the eity annually.

In 1932, that trend was reversed. Just as 
many babies were born in the country; the

FEWER HOGS 


If corn belt farmers don’t plan on a small- 
er spring pig crop in 1940 than they had in 
1939, they’ll regret it. 


In the five years of war “prosperity,” 
from October of 1914 to September of 1919, 
the United States slaughtered under federal 
inspection an average of 39,000,000 head of 
hogs a year. 


In the depth of the depress:on, in 1932, we 
slaughtered 46,656,000 head of hogs. 


In the marketing year starting last month 
and extending thru September, 1940, we 
shall probably slaughter 47,000,000 head un- 
der federal inspection. 


Nobody believes the foreign market will 
take as many hogs as in 1914-19. Nobody 
believes the domestic market can absorb, 
without disaster, the volume that broke it 
in 1932. 


Foreign sales this winter and next spring 
will prevent a collapse in hog prices like 
that of 1932, but the greatest help the spring 
and summer market can receive is the assur- 
ance that farmers are cutting down produc- 
tion. 

If the corn belt wants to make money on 
next year’s hog crop, its farmers had better 
plan on raising several million head less than 
they raised this year. 





eame back to the farms from the cities than 
went from the farms to town. 

As business picked up, the movement to 
the city began again, but in 1938 there was 
another slump. Probably not more than 
200,000 went to the cities. 

The result of this continual excess of births 
over deaths, and of this declining export of 
young people to town, has been an increase 
in farm population to a 1939 estimate of 32,- 
000,000, practically as large as in 1910, and 
larger than any of the intervening years. In 
1930, we were down to 30,169,000. 

That means more people out in the country 
now than in 1910, but more people in a coun- 
tryside filled with labor-saving machinery, 
and eramped by the loss of export markets. 
It is no wonder that there are often more 
tenants than there are farms, and more farm 
laborers than there are jobs. 

If the farm could regain its export market 
for young people in the cities, if again 300,000 
young people annually were to leave the farm 
for city jobs, we’d have less of a rural relief 
and tenaney problem in the country. Here, 
again, the farm problem is partly a city prob- 
lem. More employment in the city will help 
farm markets, and will help give some farm 
boys a chance at city jobs instead of pushing 
them into competition for rented farms.

Then what? Late in 1915, when the allies 
had come to the end of their cash, President 
Wilson was warned by Secretary Lansing that 
unless we allowed foreign nations to float 
loans here ‘‘they will have to stop buying and 
our present export trade will sink proportion- 
ately. The result would be . . . industria! de- 
pression .. . numerous failures... and gen- 
eral suffering.’”’ 

In other words, the United States had let 
the allies start a war boom here with their 
own eash buying, and then was afraid to end 
the boom when the cash ran out. So we began 
to lend money. 

If this war turns out to be a long one, the 
real test will come when Great Britain and 
France begin to run short of cash. Then we 
shall be told that we have a war boom, that 
we dare not permit it to end, and that the 
only way to continue it is to lend money to 
Great Britain and France. 

And if we do lend money, we shall be told 
later that the only way to make the bonds 
good is to see that Great Britain and France 
win. That was the story in 1917. We were 
urged to go to war, in part, to be sure of pay- 
ment of a two-billion debt. We came out with 
those same countries owing us over ten bil- 
lions. They still owe almost all of it. 

Any kind of a war boom runs the risk of 
getting us into war and of getting us into a 
shell-shocked peace after the war is over. The 
less we can rely on exports now and the more 
we ean rely on bigger business with our own 
people, the better we are going to feel when 
the shooting is over.

and son who want to start farming 
in partnership? 

This question is heard more and 
more frequently in the middle-west- 
ern states. Farm boys are facing 


increasing competition for industrial 
employment in the cities. At the 
same time, older farm people are 
developing a desire to retire on the 
home farm, or at least share it with 
a son until he gets started, rather 
than move immediately to a nearby 
town or city where the out-of-pocket 
living costs will be much greater. 

There are several types of father- 
son plans for farm operation and 
management. Much depends upon 
the status of the father with respect 
to the farm—that is, whether he de- 
sires to carry on the farming without 
sharing any of his ownership in the 
land, improvements, machinery and 
livestock; whether he is willing to 
share part of these, letting the son 
acquire an interest thru some defi- 
nite plan of financing, or whether 
he is ready to retire from the opera- 
tion of the farm and give the 
full responsibility.

First, assume that the father 
will own all of the land, equip- 
ment and livestock. The son is 
to supply only his labor. 


In a such as this, the 
usually is guaranteed an agreed 
labor wage. If the son cooperates in 
increasing the farm income, how- 
the father may grant him such 
a proportion of the farm income that 
the son’s yearly labor wage bears to 
the total contributions, including the 
equipment, feed and all labor for the 
year. For example, if the son did 
$600 worth of labor and the total 
contributions amounted to $3,600, the 
son might be granted one-sixth of 
the total income trom the farm for

How Prices of Purebred Beef Cattle Have Gone 


Up and Down in the Last Thirty-five Years 


By WILLIAM H. GARDNER 








sf Gene present century has seen a 
number of very radical price 
fluctuations in the purebred beef cat 
tle market. Even from the beginning 
of the purébred business in this 
country, it has been marked by such 
price changes. 

A study of the prices of. purebred 
Shorthorn, Hereford and Aberdeen 
Angus cattle since 1904, and a com- 
parison of these values with slaugh- 
ter cattle values offers some valuable 
information to beet cattle breeders. 
The two points of greatest interest 
vre the relationship of purebred 
trices to slaughter cattle prices and 
the various ratios which have exist: 

1 between the two in the last thirty 
five years. 

Two Sets of Prices 

These two sets of prices, one of 
purebreds and the other of slaughter 
cattle, are shown in the chart. It is 
plotted on ratio scale and equidistant 
movements indicate equal proportion. 
il changes in price. The purebred 
prices here represented are weighted 
iverage prices of Shorthorn, Here- 
ford and Aberdeen Angus cattle sold 
if public auction The figures were 
furnished by the secretaries of the 
various breed associations. 

In the computation of the weighted 
‘verage, the avera: price for each 
breed was multiplied by the number 
of head sold, and the resulting total 
for all breeds divided by the number 
of all breeds. Prices of purebred cat- 
tle shown here include all types, ages 
ind sexes of the three breeds.

Peoria Laboratory Will Endeavor to Find New 
Industrial Uses for Corn Belt Farm Products 


Uncle Sam is building a labora- 
tory at Peoria, Ill., one of four 
established by congress to try to 
find new uses in industry for sur- 
plus farm products and for farm 
wastes. At the laying of the 
cornerstone, Secretary Wallace 
made an address which outlined 
the possibilities of the research 
program. Extracts from this ad- 
dress follow. 


 ggetideggreoces for four laboratories 
was made by congress in the 
agricultural adjustment act of 1938. 
The effect was to continue and ex- 
pand the research which the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has carried on 
for the past twenty-five or thirty 
years in a limited way with the funds 
available. 

The department has long been try- 
ing to find new industrial uses for 
farm products. Provision for these 
laboratories was especially appro- 
priate as a part of the permanent 
farm act which was intended to sta- 
bilize agricultural supplies, prices 
and income, and bring a better bal- 
ance between the economic position 
of farmers and that of other groups. 
Without doubt, both agriculture and 
the nation will benefit from a widon- 
ing of the farm market....

the chemists and engineers have 
been of net benefit to agriculture 
from a market standpoint. Some of 
them have operated instead to cut 
down the market for the farmers’ 
products. 

Take the case of the automobile, 
the truck and the tractor, which, by 
displacing horses and mules, have de- 
stroyed the market for 35,000,000 
acres of feed. The effect of this one 
development on corn alone has been 
to decrease the demand for corn ‘by 
4 per cent of the total crop, or an 
amount representing about a fourth 
of the corn that ordinarily moves to 
market. 

This has more than offset the ad- 
vantage to corn growers resulting 
from the development of industrial! 
uses for corn, which now provide 
markets annually for a little less than 
3 per cent of the crop. In the same 
way, cotton growers are hurt by the 
competition from rayon and may be 
hurt more by the new synthetic fab- 
ric, nylon, which is about to be placed 
upon the market. 

The point of all this is that farmers 
need the new laboratories purely 
from the standpoint of agricultural 
self-defense. 

The laboratory at Peoria will work 
especially on the utilization of corn, 
wheat and agricultural by-products. 

Let’s look for a minute at what 
happens to the corn crop in an ordi-

nary year. Of the average crop of 
about 2,500,000 bushels, about 90 per 
cent is ordinarily utilized for animal 
feeding. 


Of the remaining 10 per cent, 
about half enters the food mar- 
ket, one-fourth is returned to the 
farmer in the form of by-product 
feeds, and one-fourth, or between 
2 and 3 per cent of the total crop, 
goes into miscellaneous indus- 
trial products. ... 


For many years, there has been 
widespread interest in the possibility 
of making motor fuel out of corn 
alcohol. This has been especially 
true whenever the price of corn has 
been low. As far back as 1896, before 
the automobile came into use, there 
were editorials in the farm papers 
about corn alcohol. I remember writ- 
ing editorials myself about corn alco- 
hol when the price of corn went down 
in 1921, and again when the depres- 
sion hit in 1930 

What we need, if we are to get 
anywhere, is a continuing interest in 
this subject, not one that comes only 
when the price of corn is very low. 
This time, we are going at the prob- 
lem in a systematic way. If it can 
be solved, it will be solved, for we 
have the will to solve it. 

But there are many more compli- 
cations to the problem than I thought 
when I first began writing editorials 
about it. I was especially impressed 
with that fact in 1933, when Chester 
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“The research program can not by itself 
solve all of agriculture’s economic prob.

Davis, George Peek, Rex Tugwell! and 
I looked into the possibilities of a 
governmental project to develo; the 
manufacture of corn alcohol. Some 
of the “bugs” in corn alcohol produc. 
tion have been worked out, but more 
of them need to be worked out if the 
project is to be a success. 


The men with chemical back- 
ground who will operate this |ab- 
Oratory tell me they do not expect 
to confine their motor fuel re- 
search to derivatives of corn, but 
will also try out derivatives of 
wheat and agricultural by-prod- 
ucts and other things produced 
on American farms, 


They will experiment with various 
liquid fuels, including different types 
of alcohols and related chemical com- 
pounds. They will investigate the pos- 
sibilities of solid fuels, which may 
include such material as pulverized 
corn and wheat, starch, cellulose, lig- 
nin and carbon. The use of solid mate- 
rials would of course necessitate stud. 
ies dealing with the design of motors 
suitable for burning them. ... 

So far as the problems relates to 
agriculture, it is not only technical 
but economic. If motor fuel is to be 
made out of corn or other farm prod- 
ucts in commercial quantities, then 
uniform supplies of these products 
must be available at stable prices 
which are reasonable to industry and 
at the same time fair to the pro- 
ducers. 

No industry can depend on a farm 
commodity which fluctuates in price 
from 20 cents to more than a dollar 
a bushel, as corn has done within the 
last seven or eight years. If the tech- 
nical phases of the problem can be 
solved, these economic aspects would 
not seem to be insurmountable. 


We should realize that the re- 
search program can not by itself 
solve all of agriculture’s econom- 
ic problems. 1 feel it necessary 
to mention this because there is 
a school of thought in this coun- 
try which advocates this program 
as a complete solution. 


I believe we must give a lot of 
credit to the sincere farm leaders, 
chemists, research workers, indust!l 


alists and others who have show2 
such a strong interest in finding 
wider markets for the products 0! 


the farm, and whose efforts have Te 
sulted in the establishment of the 
four laboratories now under construc 
tion. 

But I think it is tremendously ! 
portant to distinguish between ; 
honest endeavor and the attempt of 
some interests to use the chemurs 
movement as a vehicle for attacks 
the farmers’ programs, for high chem 
ical tariff propaganda, and for mas 
ing the United States a totalitarian 
empire modeled after the dicta’ 
ships of the Old World. 

If we expect the fantastic drea! 
of the chemurgic leaders to be res 
ized in the near future, then we 
bound to be disappointed.
